The Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 6/1 1/08 is sufficient to overcome the rejection 
of claims 1-11,14-22,24-39,42-50,52-67,70-78,80-95,98-106,108-113,115,117 and 119 based 
upon the Claim rejection of 35 USC 1 03 as being unpatentable over White et al (EP 9525 1 3 . 
White", hereinafter) and Richter et al. (US 6.678.068 "Richter." hereinafter) and in further view 
of Applicant Submitted Prior Art et al hereinafter AAPA (Background of the Invention) and 
Bellucco et al hereinafter Bellucco (US 5,930,465).
